Carbondale (PA) Centennial Celebrations, 
1951 and 1952 


The City of Carbondale, PA, was incorporated on March 15, 1851. One hundred 
years later, two “mammoth” centennial celebrations took place in Carbondale, the 
first, on September 17-20, 1951, presented by the City of Carbondale, and the 
second, on August 12-13, 1952, sponsored by the Playgrounds of Carbondale. The 
titles of these two celebrations are: 


The Mammoth Historical Spectacle “Centurama” 
September 17-20, 1951. Presented by The City of Carbondale at Russell Park 


“Echoes of the Past, A Mammoth Pageant Depicting 


Highlights From the History of Pennsylvania,” 
August 12-13, 1952. Sponsored by the Playgrounds of Carbondale at Russell Park 


The event programs for these celebrations, both of which were presented at Russell 
Park in Carbondale, are presented here. 


Following the “Centurama” booklet are twelve outstanding photographs of the 
1951 parades that were taken by the legendary Carbondale photographer, Adon 
Cramer. Following those photographs is a photograph of Adon Cramer (carrying a 
camera), as a participant in one of the 1951 parades. 


One of the outstanding qualities of both of these event programs is the fact that the 
names of the hundreds of participants 1n and organizers of both events are listed in 
the program booklets. The 1952 program booklet 1s especially wonderful іп that 
the names of all of the members of the twelve Carbondale playgrounds are listed. 
This playground membership list may well be the only such list in existence. 


Not surprisingly, in contemporary newspapers there are hundreds of articles about 
and photographs of both of these events. In addition, in the holdings of the 
Carbondale Historical Society, there are a great many photographs taken by private 
citizens of the 1951 celebrations.
